Identifies Brother’s Picture.

Rooms Poorly Furnished. 


The rooms then were ransacked. They 
were furnished with only the bare necessi-’ 
ties of living quarters. One room contained 
a narrow cot, a small stove, a small table 
with a cheap covering, an alarm clock, three 
common: chairs, and a wardrobe filled with 
a miscellaneous assortment of shirts, collars, 
and skirts. In the second room were a bed, 
a sewing machine, and another wardrobe 
in which was another litter of clothing. 

In the kitchen was still a third wardrobe, a 
stove, a table, and a small kitchen cabinet, in 
whioh was half a loaf of rye hread and little 
else in the way of food. On the table was the 
remains of a dish of cold meat, the bones 
picked clean. In one of the wardrobes the 
detectives found the only article of tawdry 
finery which the girl seemed to possesa—an 
old black velvet skirt. 

They also found the socialistic and anarchis- 
tic books which formed Averbuch’s small 
library, and packed these with the letters, 
pictures, and pamphlets which they put ina 
box to be taken away with the woman. 


Another Young Woman Sought. 
From the landlord, Pine, the detectives 
learned that another young woman lived in 
the three rear rooms. Averbuch had rep- 
reserited that both were his sisters. Olga 
gaid she was his sister but that the other 
was not. The other young women has not

re sent two detectives from the 
city hall to relieve the raiding party, and 
on their arrival the place was turned over 
to them with instructions to remain in wait 
for the second woman, who was described 
to them as being blond and younger than 
Olga. This young women had not appeared 

at the house up to3 0 ‘clock this morning. 


Neighbors Can Tell Little. 


From the neighbors little could be learned 
of Averbuch and the two women. Mrs. Pine 
gaid that they had come to her house two 
months before and had rented the three back 
vik seh just two months ago, „ she said. 
„ rented them the rooms, my husband be- 
ing away in the daytime. They paid me 
$8 for the first month then, and I have not 
seen much of them since. They brought me 
the second month’s rent, and I did not pay 
any attention to them. He told me the two 
women were both his sisters. One looked to 
de about 22 or 28 years old, and the other a 
good deal older. I didn't ask them many 
questions when they came. but he said he 
worked in a printing shop and that be had 
come from Galicia. That's all I know about 
them, and 1 didn't try to find out anything 


whatever of the three. 

„ Sometimes there were a number of peo- 
ple back there, said a young man living at 
216 Washburne avenue, “I never talked to

„They make a mistake about me, I guess,” 
said Lubei, with a little smile, “ because I 
don’t know anything about the fellow.” 

The police were convinced that such was 
the case. Averbuch, Nving back of the nar- 


row passageway, was less a resident of the 


house than if he had lived next door. There 
was no communication. between his rooms 
and those of any other part of the house. 
The neighborhood is almost entirely Jewish 
and so far as could be learned, ignorant of 
the three persons living in the rear of 218. 


Wanted Brother to Be “Good Boy.” 


When Olga Averbuch was brought down- 
town to Chief Schuettler’s office she was 
shown the books taken from her brother’s 
library, and asked to tell about him. 

wanted him to be a good boy,” she said. 
I had been in the United States a year and 
a half before I sent for him He was not 
doing well in the old country, and I thought 
I could help him. 

I have been working as a seamatress and 
making quite a good living. I had a chance 
to get aogquainted with the wives of busi- 
ness men and I spoke for my brother. That 
was the way I got him the job with Mr. Eich- 
engren. I did some work for Mrs. HBichen- 
gren and she heiped me to get a job for my 
brother in her husband's store. Before that 
Lazarus worked for Toby Rubovits, the 
printer. y, 


Too Much Reading Brooding. 


“ When I brought my brother to this coun- 
try we came here to live together. Before 
that I lived at Mariana home, 841 Bowen 
avenue. Lazarus was moody and discon- 
tented even after he gotto work. He and his 
young friend went out to meetings and sat up 
late talking. | 

“TI heard them one night planning to com- 
mit suicide together) I was afraid that some- 
thing terrible would happen and I often told 
Lazarus not to read so much in those books, 
but to work hard and he would get ahead in 
the world. 

“I wanted him to forget all the troubles in 
the old country. But he grew more and 
more morose and talked about not being able 
to get a good job. I did not know he was an 
anarchist. If he has done anything it was 
because he was Insane over too much reading 
and brooding.” 

Although Assistant Chief Schuettier urged 
the woman to tell more about’the friends of 


her brother and particularly the young man 
with whom he planned to die, Olga was firm. 
She said she knew nothing more, 


Sister Views Brother’s Body. 
Directly after making her statement Olga 
was taken from Chief Gchuettier’s office to 
the undertaking shop at 238 Lincoln avenue 
in an automobile. There she was to look on 


the face. of her dead brother. 


Lieut. Alcock and the two detectives with 
him made no effort to question her, but from 
where she was huddled in a corner of the 
peat they caught occasionally a half stified 
sab. 


) As, with a detective holding either arm, 


she was led into the undertaking rooms she 
wore a look of bewilderment. Apparently 
ashe had not been prepared for the scene 
which she was to face. 

She walked quietly through a group of 
curious persons in the office, and it was not 
until the detectives started to lead her down 
the little hall to the embalming room that 
she began to hold back.

Sims Ready and Anxious to Act. 

As to the federal investigation, District 
Attorney Sims indicated that the most prac- 
‘teal means ot ridding the country of such

ithe government if it took action. It is ar- 
gerted., however, that evidence already has 
‘been collected showing that anarchists have 
gained entrance into the United States by 
evading and violating federal regulations re- 
lating to immigration.

Judge Kavanagh Vehement. 

“This is a crime that might have been ex- 
pected from the steady growth of such an- 
archistic tendencies among à certain class 
et people, said Judge Kavanagh. “ There 
are hotbeds of radicalism and anarchy in 
every great city, but notably in Chicago. 
These places should be broken up.

It is evident that the young anarchist 
meant to kill the chief on Sunday. All of 
that day Shippy was in touch with the re- 
Ports being made by the detectives detailed 
to duard Catholic. churehes from 
possible anarchist attacks. He went down 
to his office once and spent considerable 
time in the North Halsted street police sta- 
tion, in which precinct he Nves. At noon 
all the reports were in and showed no at- 


his Sunday dinner relieved of much appre- 
henaion. 

In the afternoon anarchist meetings wer 
expected to be held in various parts of the 
city. The chief had his usual details of 
detectives sent to watch such gatherings, and 
again he went forth to keep in touch with the 
reports from these centers of disturbancc. 

Then a singular thing transpired. There 
were no anarchist meetings. They had been 
held every Sunday previously for weeka, but 
this time they did not take place. At 5 
o'clock all the detectives had reported that 
there were no gatherings during the aft- 
ernoon. The chief sent his men back to 
watch throughout the evening, but at mid- 
night he was informed that not a single ga‘th- 
ering had taken place. ,This only added to 
the chief's suspicion that there was som<- 
thing in the wind. 


Calls Sunday Afternoon. 

On bis return to supper Sunday evening 
the chief was told by his family that a young 
man had called to see him in the afternoon. 
The maid, Theresa Tauber, had answered the 
doorbell and informed the man that the chief 
was away. Mr. Shippy paid no attention to 
the matter. It turned out, however, that 
the caller was the young anarchist who com- 
mitted the deed of yesterday. 

When he rose in the morhing, about 7 
o’cloek, the chief still had his anxiety on his 
mind. He hastily ran through the morning 
papers and drew a breath of relief when he 
found that nothing of a violent nature had 
happened. 4 

About 8 o’clock the doorbell rang, and the 
mad on answering it found on the doorstep 
the same dark skinned young who had 
called the day before. He asked 
if Chief Shippy was at home. The maid re- 
plied that the chief had not breakfasted and 
probably would see him about 9 o'clock, when 
he usually left for his office. The young man 
then departed. N 


Assassin Finds the Chief. 

At 9 o'clock Chief Shippy had fnished 
breakfast and was sitting in the living room 
of his residenee waiting for his driver. James 
Foley, to arrive with the police department 
buggy in which he dally is driven to his 
office. Mrs. Shippy still wae in che dining 
room and the daughter Georgia was moving 
abbut the house preparing to leave for the 
University of Chicago where she is a student. 
Henry, the chief's 20 year old son, was up- 
stairs in bed. He had, returned only a day 
or two before from Culver Military academy 
oe from an abscess in ‘his ear. 

s the chief gat there taking the first puffs 
of a cigar the door bell rang? and he arose 
to answer it in person. As he threw open 
the door he saw before him a young man of 
medium height with a foreign cast of fea- 
tures, smoothly shaven, and dressed in loose 
black clothes, He wore a black slouch hat, 
and altogether looked like a young working- 
man. 

But in the countenance before him the chief 
Saw little that was reassuring. In the brief, 
all comprehensive glance he gave his caller 
he took in a cruel straight cut mouth with 
thick ips, a pair of gray-eyes that were at 
the same time cold and flerce, and two great 
ears standing out from the head in a way 
that made the man's appearance only the 
more forbidding. There was a look about 
the slim, lithe, ewarthy young man that 
would send a shiver of distrust into any 
man's heart. 


Caller Offers a Letter. 

As the chief opened the outer door of the 
vestibule the young man stepped quickly in- 
side, while Mr. Shippy backed through the 
inner doorway to receive hie visitor. The 
man drew from his pocket a letter which he 
handed to the chief. é 

But Shippy did not look at the letter. He 
received it mechanically while all the time 
he had his eyes fixed on the eyes of the 
strange young man. Premonitione and svs- 
picions were flashing through the mind of the 
veteran policeman, As the two men stood 
there each with steadfast gaze fixed on the 
other the trained detective read the plot and 
struck at its heart. ' 

Without a glance at the superscription the 
chief let the letter fall to the floor, and. with a 
sudden lunge, seized the young man by both 
wrists. From the moment that Shippy had 
hesitated in the opening of the letter the 
stranger had seemed ‘surprised and wavering 
in his resolution. When he found his wrists 
in the policeman’s grip the young man said: 

It's all richt.“ 0 

The English was good, and the chief under- 
stood that he referred to the letter. But the 
chief did not heed the man’s words. 


Youth Stronger than Shippy. 

The stranger had 2 to wrest himself 
from his captor’s graBp, and then the chief 
found he was dealing with a stripling of 
marvelous and deceptive strength. Shippy 
is a man of great strength, but he realised in 
a flash that he was no match for this antag- 
onist. The stranger was twisting his wrists 
about in their human shackles with an ease 
that indicated he soon would be free of those 
fetters. The trained eye of the policeman 
noticed the man’s pocket hanging heavy as 
with a ¢evolver. 

Mother. come here and see if this man 
has @ gun in his pocket,“ called the chief to 
Mrs. Shippy. 

At this the young man hegan to strugtie 
fiercely, and the two men swayed into the 
narrow hallway at the foot of the front 
stairway. The fight became more desperate. 
the stranger writhing about and Shippy 
striving to retain his hold of his adversary’s 
wrists.

Bullet Answers Knife Thrust. 

Shippy advanced upon his adversary with 
his revolver leveled, and at this the man 
sprang out of his corner and a bright keen 
knife flashed in his hand. He had drawn it 
from the bréast of his coat. With the dagger 
upraised the sprang savagely at the chief and 
drove the blade at his cheat. The blow 
gianced off and the blade merely cut intothe 
flesh under the chief's right arm. 

At the same time the chief fired, and the 
young man staggered back into his corner 
beneath the stairway. The shot had taken 
effect in his neck. 

It was Shippy’s idea to capture the man 
without further wounding him, and again he 
Advanced on the unknown, calling on him to 
surrender. At this time Harry Shippy came 
running down the atairway and Foley dashed 
up the front steps. The son, clad in his night- 
clothes.in which he had leaped from a sick 
bed, rushed bravely into the breach. 

Foley, revolver in hand, sprang in behind 
the young man. The driverfired. Almost at 
the same time the anarchist, who had 
wrenched hiswevolver from his pocket, fired 
point blank at young Shippy. who was rush- 
ing forward to grapple with him. The young 
man staggered back with his hand to his 
breast. 

Papa, I'm shot,” he gasped. 

Foley then fired twice more and the an- 
archist twice. One of the bullets passed 
through Foley’s left hand and the othér went 
wild and imbedded itself in the ceiling of the 
living room. 


Chief Finishes the Assailant. 


At the sight of his boy falling with the 
blood welling out upon his clothing, the chief 
sprang once more upon the anarchist and 
fired two shots with deadly effect. One bul- 
let went into the man’s breast near the 
heart afid the other into his head Above the 
left temple. The revolver dropped from 
the assassin's fingers and fell beside the 
knife at his feet, while he sank back into the 
corner and died without a word or a groan. 

Throughout the struggle. which had lasted 
not more than three minutes, the anarchist 
had not uttered a syMeble beside the words 


| he had spoken at first concerning the letter. 


He fought on doggedly and silently with that 
cruel mouth shut tight and the thick lips 
set with a determination terrible to behold. 
He died in the same way without a curse 
supplication, or prayer. 

Words cannot convey an adequate im- 
pression of the tragic confusion of that hand 
to hand battle in the Nttle hallway. As the 
fight began, Georgia Shippy, the chief's 
daughter, was near her father, putting on 
her hat, and about to leave the house’ Also 
in the living room opening off the hall was 
a niece of the Shippys with her baby in her 
arms. At the first signa) of trouble Georgia 
turned and hustled the mother and baby ou: 
of the way and then returned to the scene. 


Sends Son to Hospital. 


When the chief saw that his assailant was 
dead he turned to his wounded son. 

Bundle him up and drive to the hospital.“ 
ordered the father. The mather and sister 
were bending over the boy trying to check 
the flow of blood from the wound. 

By the time the bey had been wrapped up 
a patrolman had arrived. Young Shippy, in 
his mother’s arms, was placed in the police 
buggy beside Foley, and the patrolman drove 
both the wounded men to the Augustana 
hospital, only two blocks distant. 

1 don't care if I only saved you, papa. 
said the boy as he was carried out of the 
house. 

Then the chief broke down. He sobbed like 
a child as his son was carried away with 
what he feared was a mortal wound. “When 
the buggy had departed he pulled himself 
together and turned to his duties as a police 
omcer. The alarm already had been sent 


over the police wires, and policemen, from 


~ 


commanding officers down to patrolmen. 
began swarming toward the Shippy resi- 
dence. 


laundry .wagon, leaped in and seized the 
reins from an astonished boy, and drove like 
mad. 

Shippy. Danner. and other arriving officers 
drew the body of the dead anarchist out into 
the light and began the search for clews to 
his identity. 


Letter a Blank Sheet. 


In the midst of this examination the chief 
bethought himself of the mysterious lettar 
the man had presented. He found it lying 
near the door. It was a plain white envelope 
bearing the superscription: 

George M. Shippy, 31 Lincoln place.“ 

He tore open the envelope and drew out a 
folded sheet of paper. It was absolutely 
blank. 

“TY gue@sed right,“ muttered the chief. 

Another sorap of paper found in the dead 
man’s ¢lothes bore the name of the chief, to- 
ether with his city hall and residence ad- 
dresses and both telephone numbers. Ther. 
there were two street car transfers—one ie 
sued from a Twelfth street car several days 
ago and another issued from a Halsted street 
car on Sunday. In one pocket Was a small 
bag of candy—white lozenges. The bag was 
marked with the name of the Trowbridge 
Confectionery company, Meadville, Pa. For 
a time this was considered a valuable clew. 
It was suspected that the lozenges were 
poison, and, nobody dared to t one of 
thém. The chief had them sent to the city 
chemist for analysis. 

Later it turned out that the candy of this 
confectionery company in bags identical with 
that found on the anarchist is sold in the drug 
stores of the neighborhood... The chief then 
concluded that the man had bought the candy 
while he was loitering about to do his dee. 
In one pocket of the man’s coat were a dozen 
cartridges, evidently intended as a reserve 
store of ammunition. 


Dagger a Bowie Knife. 

The dagger carried by the anarchist was a 
typical bowie knife with a blade ten inches 
long. It was brand new, of Sheffield make, 
and on the haft of the blade bore the desig- 
nation “ Frontier.“ 

An examination of the body showed that 
five of the six shots fired by Shippy and 
Foley took effect. The chief shot him in the 
head, breast, and throat, while Foley’s bul- 
lets took ‘effect in the chin and throat. 

After a thorough examination of the body 
the chief ordered it taken to Bentley's un- 
dertaking establishment in Lincoln avenue. 
This was done by the Halsted street police, 
whose ambulance had just arrived. The 
chief then laid aside All the articles of iden- 
tification and sent out orders to have the 
force search for thé assassin’s accomplices. 

By this time word had come back from 
the hospital that Harry Shippy had a good 
chance of pulling through, the bullet having 
passed clear through his body and the wound 
being a clean one. 

„Thank God for that,“ exclaimed the chief, 
sinking into a chair for the first time and 
burying his eyes in his handkerchief. A 
young doctor dispatched from the hospital 
had examined the chief's wound. and dressed 
It. 1 

The policemen and e officials who now 
were arriving in drove found the chief git- 
ting in his shirt sleeves with a spot of biood 
showing around the tear in the linen under 
his arm pit. He was smoking a cigar and at- 
tempting to collect himself. 


Mayor Rushes to Scene. 

Mayor Busse arrived in an automobile with 
Sergeant Michael Loftus, his bodyguard. 
and Private Secretary Mullaney. Then came 
Inepectors Revere and Hunt, James A. 
Quinn, City Clerk McCabe, City Physician 
L. Blake Baldwin. and B. C. Ritsher, and a 
score more friends in and out of the police 
department. A patrolman was stationed at 
the door to keep the publie at a distance 
while the Shippy household got its bearings 
once more. 


The chief had to keep his right hand close 


to his side and shake hands with his left, 
and this member was pretty busy as he told 
and retold the story of the struggle to the 
arriving: callers. Finally the desk sergeant 
of the Halsted street station came in to take 
the official report of the crime. 

While the company listened Shippy toid 
the story in these words:

about to start for my office tne door bell rang 
and.I answered it. As I opened thé door 
a young man, 26 or 27 years of age, stepped 
inside the vestibule, took a letter from his 
pocket, and handed it to me. I got a glimpse 
of the man’s face and that, together with 
the fact that I had been worrying a good 
deal, about the Sunday meetings, gave me 
the idea the man was not here on any good 
purpose. 


„ dropped the letter te the floor without 


looking at it and grabbed the man by both 
hands. Then I yelled to my wife to come and 
see if the man had a/gun on him. My wife 
ran and put her hand in his pocket and said, 
‘Yes, George, he has." She held on to the 
gun and I tried to throw the man down. He 
was-too strong for me. 


Chief Tells of Shooting. 


Finally I managed-to throw him egatins* 
the wall under the stairway and then started 
to draw my revolver. I called to my wife 


to call Foley. Just as I got my revolver out* 
the man rushed at me, drawing a knife and 


stabbing me in the shoulder. At the same 
time I fred and the man dropped the knife. 
I aimed for his chest, but I think I hit him ir 
the throat. ’ 

„He staggered back, drawing his gun 
and I was about. to shoot again when my 
son ran downstairs and rushed in at the 
same time with Foley. My son was about 
to throw himself on the man when Foley 
shot. once. Then I heard a shot that I knew 
neither Foley nor I had fired, and my son 
cried out, ‘Papa, I am shot.’ The man had 
fired at the boy instead of me. Then Foley 
fired twice more and I fired purely for fata, 
effect, aiming once at the man's heart and 
again at his head.“ 

Then the chief, turned to discussing his 
theories of the attempt. 

T have been warned that the anarchists 
“It looks aa if this 
man is not a local man, and if so it lends 
color to the warning I received that a man 
had been sent from outside to kill me, I am 
working along this line of information at 
present.“ 

A little while later Capt. Evans, head of 
the police bureau of \identification, came In. 
He had made a minute examination of the 
dead man and gaye it as his opinion that tae 
man was a Russian Jew. ‘This changed 
Shippy’s theory somewhat and he began to 
entertain the idea thet his assailant was some 
man aroused to violence by the police em- 
bargo on Emma Goldman’s appearance in 
Chicago, which was announced last week. 


Sorry He Had to Kill. 


I'm sorry I had to kill the man,” said 
the chief, who again had been overcome by 
his emotions. “ The taking of a human life 
under any circumstances is an awful thing. 
I tried to capture him; that’s why I didn‘t 


‘kill him at once. After I fired the first time 


I made an effort to talk to him—to get him 
to surrender. and find out who he was and 
who his accomplices might be. But he 
wouldn't open his ‘lips to speak. He never 
even cursed me. He just backed away with 
a sullen look and began getting at his gun. 

“At that moment I ‘saw my son coming 
down the stairway in his nightclothes and { 
was Gietracted for a moment. I don’t know 
whether I called to him to go back or not, 
but that was my idea. Then before I knew 
it my boy was right in there and the fellow 
shot him before I could shoot again. That 
was enough for me. I didn’t want to capture 
him after that. I Shot to kill. If my boy only 
lives that’s all I ask.” 

The desk sergeant closed his official report 
and the chief lighted a fresh cigar. 

About 1 p. m. Mrs. Shippy returned from 
the hospital with more definite news of the 
hopes entertained of her son's recovery, and 
then the chief began to take heart. 

“I was in the dining room,“ said Mrs. 
Shippy, “‘ when I heard the chief go to the 
door, I didn’t pay much attention to it until 
I heard a scuffling in the hall, and Mr. Shippy 


called out to come and see if the man hada 


gun in his pocket. I ran into the hall and 
put my hand into the man’s right hand 
pocket. Sure enough, I teiga revolver.

GUN DEALERS’ RECORDS ARELAX 


Efforts to Trace Purchase of Would-Be 
Assassin's Weapon Meet 
Obstacles. 


Efforts to locate the store where the dead 


assassin bought his revolver revealed that 


in the Malian and Jewish districts of the 
west side few dealers in firearms keep a rec- 
ord of the stock numbers of weapons sold, 
as required by law. 

All the downtown sporting goods concerns, 
hardware and department stores have 
proper recorde ready for inspection. The 
would-be assassin's revolver, which was of 
Harrington & Richardson make, 38 caliber, 
and double action, carried a number, 
* 80,817.’ 

The state law requires that all dealers in 
firearms register the number of the gun, the 
size, the name, age, and address of the pur- 
chaser, and the reason why purchased. 

Revolver of Old Make. 


The number indicated that the révolver 
was of old make, although it was apparently 
recently purchased. It may have been car- 
ried in the stock of some store a long time

A plot of large magnitude was 
brewing, according to the rumors passing 
through the mysterious underworld of social 
discontent. g 
Mischief Done by Anarchist Speakers, 

The situation which developed into the 
tragedy of yesterday was thus discussed by 
the chief: 

“A number of attacks were made on the 
police at the Brand's hall meeting. Several 
of the speakers might just as well have told 
their deluded hearers to go out and murder 
every policeman they saw. That was what 
one of the speakers said he wished he could 
do—go out and kill every policeman and 
throw their bodies in the lake to the fish. 
Lucy Parsons spoke at this meeting, attack- 
ing the police bitterly. .

BERLIN, March 2.—A dispatch from Al- 
lenstein, east Prussia, says Capt. von Goe- 
ben, Who killed Mai von Schoenbeck. a 
fellow. officer, on Chr s night. and has 
been awaiting court martial, has committed 
suicide by opening an artery in his neck. 

Capt. von Goeben was arrested a.few days 
after Christmas far killing Maj. von Schoen- 
beck, whose bod} had been found lying at 
the foot of the stairs leading from his wife's 
room, with-a fully loaded revolver besid+ 
it. Von Goeben finally confessed to killing 
his brother officer, and subsequently deciared 
that he was glad he did so, because he only 
removed a man who had made his wife‘s 
life a misery by continued ill treatment 


Widow, Has Gone Insane. 

Capt, von Goeben had dined with Maj. von 
Schoenbeck and his wife in their home. After 
saying good-night the captain pretended to 
leave the house—he slammed.the front door, 
though he did not go out. Some time later 
Maj. von Schoenbeck was aroused by à noise, 
and, going downstairs with a loaded re- 
volver, found Von Goeben, who shot him. 

Dispatches from Allenatein early in Janu- 
ary safd that Mr. von Schoenbeck, Who 
was arrested as an accessory to the murder, 
had gone insafe. 

Statistics relative to suicides in. Prussia 
during 1006 are just available and present 
some striking figures. In the twelve months 
no fewer than 7,298. persons 8.584 men and 
1,714 women—ended their own lives. 


Reasons for Suicides. 


The reasons leading to self destruction are 
declared by the statistical department as 
very. difficult to establish in many cases, but 
it was proved that of each 100 persons who 
had tired of life 6.6. killed themselves from 
disappointment with their condition and 3.6 
per. cent of. women from the same cause; 
owing to physical sufferings, 10.3 men, 8.8 
women; nervous disorders, 3.3 men, 65 wom- 
en; ihearity, 21.1 men, 83.0 women; weak- 
ness ot intellect, 1.0 men, 2.2 women; alco- 
holism, 11.6 men, 1.38 women; attacks of pas- 
sion, 2.8 men, 6.3 women; consequences of 
immorality, 0.8 men, 0.2 women; sorrow and 
despair, 9.3 men, 7.4 women; shame at own 
actions or guilty. consciences, 7.3 men, 6.9 
women; anger and quarrels, 1.6 men, 1.8 
women, while 24.5. per cent of the men and 
21.1 per cent of-the women took their lives 
for unknown reasons. a

Now when every man possesses a high class 
rife, fe has become so insecure among 
them that there is not a man or woman but 
goes. in constant fear of death, and every 
one passes bis life in trying to kill his ene- 
mies in order to save himself. 

The feuds sometimes are between indi- 
viduals, sometimes between families, some- 
times between villagém and sometimes be- 
tween whole tribes, so that if an individual 
escapes one class of antagonists, he is likely 
to fall a victim to another. 

When matchlocks were the best weapons 
obtainable each individual had a spokting 
chance, but now the precision of the long 
range rifles has reduced the chance to a 
minimum. Every man, according to the cor- 
respondent, despite his martial carriaga, 
wears in his eyes the look of a hunted ant 
maj, coupled with intense suspicious watch- 
fulneas, to _which is superadded the nervous 
anxiety arising from the specter of famine, 
because the Afridis hardly dare till their 
fields lest an enemy shoot them while they 
are working.

Attack on Police Chief ‘Recalls 
Words Used When the Death 
Penalty Was Passed. 


Judge Joseph E. Gary, now dead, made a 
few remarks on the subject of anarchy to 
the men condemned to death following the 
trial after the haymarket riot in 1886. He 
Was addressing August Spies, Michael 
Schwab. Samuel Fielden, Albert R. Parsons, 
Adolph Fischer, and George Engel, who had 
been found guilty and sentenced to death by 
the jury, and Oscar W. Neebe, who. waa 
found guilty at the same time, his punish- 
ment being fixed at fifteen years in the peni- 
tentiary. He said: 

„am well aware that what you have 
said, although addressed to me. has been 
eaid to the world; yet nothing has been said 
which weakens the force of the proof, or the 
conclusions therefrom, upon which the ver- 
dict is based. Tou are all men of intelli- 
gence and:know that, if the verdict stands, it 
must be executed. The reasons why it shall 
stand I have already sufficiently stated in 
deciding the motion for 4 new trial. 


Jurist ‘Bxpresses His Sorrow. 

I am ‘sorry beyond aly power of ex- 
pression for your unhappy condition and for 
the terrible events that have brought you 
to it. I shall address to you neither re- 
proaches, ner exhortations. What I shall 
eay will de said in the faint hope that a few 
words from a place where the people of the 
state of Illinois have delegated the authority 
to declare the penalty of a violation of their 
laws, and spoken upon an occasiag 80 sol- 
emn and awful as this, may co to the 
knowledge of, and be heeded by, thé igno- 
rant, deluded, and misguided men who have 
listened to your counsels and followed your 
advice. | 

I gay in the faint hope, for if men are 
persuaded that because of business differ- 
ences, whether about labor or anything else, 


beat other men, and kil the police if they, in 
the discharge ot their duty, interfere to pre- 
serve the peace, there is little ground to hope 
that they will listen to any warning. 


Names Government’s Duties. 
Not the least among the hardships of 
the peaceabld, frugal, and laborious poor 
is to endure the tyranny of mobs, who, with 
lawlese force, dictate to them, under penalty 
of peril to limb and lifé, where, when, and 
upon what terms they may earn a livelihood 
for themselves and their families. Any gov- 
ernment that is worthy of the name will 
strenuously endeavor to secure to all within 
its jurisdiction freedom to follow their law- 
ful avocationa in safety for their property 
and their per s while obeying the law. 

And the law is common sense. 

It holds (ach man responsible for the 
natural and probable consequences of his 
own act. It holds that whoever advises 
murder is himself guilty of the murder that 
ie committed pursuant to his advice; and 
if men band together for forcible resistance 
to the execution of the law and advise mur- 
der as a means of making such resistance 
effectual, whether such advice be to one 
man to murder another or to a numerous 
lass to murder men of another class, all 
who are so banded together are guilty of 
any murder that is committed in pursuance 
of such advice. 


Recalls Love of Home. 

“The people of this country love their in- 
stitutions. They love their homes They 
love theif property. They will never consent 
that by violence and murder those institu- 
tions shall be broken down, their homes de- 
ppolled, and their property destroyed. And 
the people ate strong enough to protect and 
sustain their institutions and to punish all 
offenders against their laws; and those who 
threaten dagger to civil society, if the law 
je enforced, are leading to destruction who- 
ever may attempt to execute such threats. 

“The existing order of society can be 
changed only by the will of the majority. 
Nach man hae the full right to entertain 
and advocate, by speech and print, such 
opinions a@ suit himself, and the great body 
of the people will usually care little what he 
says, but if he proposes murder as 2 means 
of enforcifig@ them he puts his own ‘life at 
stake; and so clamor about free speech or 
evils to be qured or wrongs to be redressed 
will shield him from the consequences of his 
crime. His liberty is not a license to destroy. 
The toleration that he enjoys he must extend 
to others, and not arrogantly assume that 
the great majority are wrong and may right- 
ly be coercefl by terror or removed by dyna- 
mite.“

The reported trouble between the occu- 
pants of the French and German automobiles, 
Moto Bloc and Protos, In the New York to 
Paris race, and the Michigan and Indiana 
farmers was vigorously denied by Leut. 
Koeppen of the German car at the Chicago 
Automobile club yesterday. 

He Said he had heard that the occupants of 
the French car claimed to have been treated 
badly by the people of the country, but said 
‘that he knew nothing of it personally. Only 
once did he feel himself badly treated, but 
then he got off better than did A. J. Banta, 
chairman of the runs and tour committee of 
the Chicago Automobile club, 

“ Everywhere we were warmly weldomed,” 
said, the lieutenant, “except at New Carlisle. 
There the hotel keeper placed six of us in 
one room. Three of us slept on the floor and 
the other three in beds. For this night's 
lodging the hotelkeeper demanded $30. I 
refused. I said ‘$15 will I pay and no more.’ 
He said, ‘Then I will arrest your automobile.’ 
I told him that I would not pay more than 
$2.50 for each person for a night's lodging 
such as we had. The people in the town 
were indignant at the treatment we received, 
and were ängy at the hotelkeeper, so he 
accepted what I offered. 

“This is the one instance of unfair dis- 
crimination which the driver of the Protos 
could tell af, but it will be seen that it was 
not on account of nationality, for Mr. Banta 
of the Chicago Automobile club paid $20 for 
similar accommodations for five men at the 
same hotel.“ 


Well Treated by Farmers. 


Lieut. Koeppen was especially enthusiastic 
over the three farmers who had hauled the 
Protos from New Carlisle to Michigan City. 

It was a long pull and hard work, and I 
got to know them well,“ he said. ‘* They 
were fine men, and they charged us only 
$40.for the work. That was cheap under the 
circumstances.” 

The Protos started yesterday morning from 
Chesterton, Ind., for Chicago, expecting to 
reach here early this morning. It got about 
Six feet nearer its goal. Four horses were 
harnessed to it to get it through the bad 
roads. While the occupants of the car were 
in the hotel getting their baggage, the driver 
of the horses started them. There was no 
driver in the car, the wheels turned side- 
ways, and the steering gear smashed. Lieut. 
Koeppen was obliged to come to Chicago for 
repairs. 

The Moto Bloc was laid up at Michigan City 
and it ie expected that both cars will arrive 
in Chicage at about the same time this af ter- 
noon. 

Attacks Hanson and Coey Affidavits. 


Paul Picard, who was one of the repre- 
sentatives selected by a local motoring or- 
ganization to assist the racers through the 
Michigan and Indiana snow drifts, issued a 
statement denying the charges made in 
statements and affidavits by Capt. Hans H.

The statement is also signed by Joseph F.

I was in Michigan City with my car to 
i pilot the French and Italian racers to Chi- 
cago,” says Mr. Picard. “ When I was noti- 
fied that the Thomas car was a few less 
outside Michigan City I rode three miles out, 
waited, and brought them safely into town. 
Not being on speaking terms with Mr, Couey, 
I did not addrese him at all, and had no idea 
that they expeoted to leave that same night, 
was not asked what road they should take, 
and did not furnish any information what- 
ever. The only relation I had with the 
Thomas crew was to relieve their tempo- 
rary embarrasement by loaning them some 
funds to pay the farmers who hauled them 
into town. I only mention this fact to show 
that I did all I could to help in the measure 
of my means.” 3

Workman Saves His Life by Live- 
ly Game of Hop Scotch. 


LEAPS FROM CAKE TO CAKE. 


Part of the Time in the Iey Water, but 
Life Savers Rescue Him. 


For tweive hours yesterday a men, hungry 
and weak and with his clothes frozen around 
him, leaped from one small ice. cake. to an- 
other as they bumped and tumbled in a heavy 
sea out in Lake Michigan, three miles from 
Gary, Ind. 

He was Carl Reisen, a workman Poly 
on the C., L. 8, and E..railroad at Gary. He 
left home shortly after 2 o’clock in the morn- 


ing to g0 out on the lake and shoot ducks. 


He had just taken a position on the lake edge | 
of the floe, when a large piece broke Joo 
from the shore and floated out into the lake. 

As it got further from shore the waves be- 


gan to break it into small pleces, until Reisen 


was compelled to keep constantly on the 
move, jumping from one crumbling, slippery 
raft to another. 


Into the Freezing Water. 


Once he fell info the lake and after a swim - 
which deprived bim of almost all the strength 
and energy he had in him he caught another 
cake. He hung for some time in the icy 
waters, unable to muster strength to olimb 
upon his refuge, After he-had climbed up 
his clothes froze solid and he was compelled 
to keep constantly running and jumping over 
the treacherous shifting field to keep the chill 
from overcoming him. 

He was seen at about noon from Gary and 
a message was sent to South Chicago asking 
for a tug. For hours throngs of people lined 
the shore at Gary watching the frantic strug- 
gles of the man to keep alive and watching 
eagerly for the expected tug. 


Volunteers Slow to Answer. 


At about 2:30 p. m. Chief Charles Bowser 
of the steel company's guards issued a call 
for volunteers to go out in a rowboat after 
the man.. The trip through the rough waters 
covered with shifting ice which could. crush 
a rowboat like an egg shell was dangerous 
and for some time no one responded. 

At last J. P. Frederickson and Christ Chris- 
tenson, employés of the Great Lakes Dredg- 
ing company at Gary, offered to make an at- 
tempt at rescue. They reached Reisen short- 
ly after 8 o’clock in the afternoon when he 
had been on the ice and in the water for more 
than twelve hours. He fell unconacious in 
the boat and was not revived for an hour. 
It was announced last night that he will re-

MAYORS WANT LAW CHANGED 
TO GIVE CITIES MORE MONEY. 


At Conference in Chicago Advisability 
of Putting Water Bonds Under Differ- 
ent Classification Will Be Discussed. 


} 


Controller Wilson expects to meet with the 
mayors of twenty Illinois cities in Mayor 
Busse’s office this morning to discuss meth- 
ods by which that class of municipalities can 
raise more money with which to run their 
governments, 

It is expected to be a general talk,“ ex- 
plained Mayor Busse, who sent out the in- 
vitations, with an idea of getting all the 
ideas possible as to what changes in the 
state laws would result in giving more rov- 
enue to city governments. 

One suggestion Controller Wileon has been 
studying is a change in the state statute 
regarding municipal waterworks so that 
water bonds may be put in a different classi- 
fication than they now are. At present 
these bonds are a charge against the city 
the same as bonds issued for purely munici- 
pal purposes, and both kinds of bonds are 
added together in computing the total in- 
debtedness of the city. Under the constitu- 
tion this indebtedness cannot exceed 5 per 
cent of the city’s assessed valuation. 

The controller thinks it possible for «he 
legislature to provide that the water bonds 
be simply a charge against the water works 
system, its revenues and property being 
pledged to their payment. 


FIGHTS A $11,808 TAX BILL.

Washington, D. C., March 2.—[(Specia!.}—

Commander Sims further surprised the 
committee by accepting the responsibility 
for the row now going on over the criticiatns 
of battleship construction. 

During the progress of the hearing, gun- 
nery was incidentally referred to by Senator 
Perkins, and Senator Tiliman spoke of the 
record made at Santiago as modern glory. 
This brought out the assertion of Comman- 
der Sims, who added that only 1% per cent 
of hits were averaged and 4 per cent wasthe 
best made by any the big guns in the battle 
with the Spaniards. 

“Our gunners could not shoot at all,” he 
said. “ The Spaniards were in woeful con- 
dition or they oould have easily.” 

His statements created a tion in navy 
circles today, and it is expected he will! fire 
more thirteen inch gune tomorrow when he 
resumes the stand. 

Gives Warning of Sensation. 

At the outset of his testimony Commander 
Sims gave the committee to understand it 
could expect some sensations. This was 
done in a preliminary statement outlining 
what he had to do with naval criticism,” 
which, he said, began back of 1 and was 
confined to official channels. ‘‘ Mych of my 
service has dealt with these criti¢isms,"’ he 
said, and continued: “I began when I was 
36 years old and now Iam nearly 530. I put 
this In because I am persistently called a. 
young man. I am older than Admiral Capps, 
who has referred to me asa young man.’ 

Continuing, he said he would have to go 
into unpleasant facts, such as charging 
officers or inventors with having made mis- 
leading statements, the secretion of ‘official!

The plan of Commander Sims to give the 
committee a sensation was upset immediately 
by Senator Tillman, who suggestéd that

tion, or other matters which are to be taken 
up later. The commander asked that he be 
permitted to continue his statement without 
interruption and that the senators should 
not cross examine him until he hed con- 
cluded his statement in his own way. His 
request was ignored. 

Commander Is Squelched. 

When confined to criticisms of construc. 
tion Commander Sims protested that the 
procedure of the committee “upset hirn.”

THE BREAKING MILK TRUST. 

The state's attérney was not able last 
October to prove his case against the milk 
dealers. They raised their prices all along 
the line. They added a cent a quart to 
an article of universal consumption which 
affected the expenses of every household, 
They claimed ‘that cost of feeding, labor, 
and other items in the business made the 
advance absolutely necessary. The peo- 
ple had to grin and bear it. 

The action of one prominent firm in 
restoring the former price reopens the 
question. Milk alleged to be of the highest 
quality is offered at 7 cents a quart. 
This is gratifying tidings to housewives 
who have been worrying over 8 cent milk 
of sometimes questionable purity. But 
why could not the same good milk be 
sold a few months ago at the price at 
which it is now offered? Was there a 
trust? And has the trust “ busted ? 

Whatever the situation may be, the 
reduction of price by one firm is welcome, 
Other dealers say in unison that to sell 
at the lower price will ruin them, but 
probably they will all come down ‘with as 
much unanimity as they displayed last 
year when they went up. The consumers 
have no special interest in the profit which 
any milk dealer may make off one of the 
necessaries of life. They will be glad to 
get back to the olf price, and will care 
little whether a welcome reduction has 
been forced by the action of one firm 
or was purely a matter of prearrangement 
—one firm cutting the price first so that 
the public may be led to believe there is 
no milk trust. 

INSANITARY BUILDINGS. 

An official promise is made that the 
health and building departments of the 
city will codperate to condemn buildings 
which are unfit for living purposes and 
to have them torn down. The additional } 
tenement. house inspectors who are to be 
given Health Commissioner Bvans will 
make it possible for the work to be begun.

Tcharykoff) is an able and somewhat un- 
scrupuldus man, of the most pronounced 
Slavophile sympathies, and came prominent- 
ly. before the public as Muscovite envoy at 
Belgrade during the closing months of the 
reign of King Alexander. 

It was he who first called the attention of 
the Russian emperor and empress to the con- 
apiracy of been Draga to palm off upon the 
‘Servian natibm some foundling as her son by 
King Alexander and as hetr to the throne, 
a discovery that resulted in the immediate 
withdrawal of the patronage and support 
which Alexander and his wife had until then 
received fromm the court of St. Petersburg. 

Tcharykoff was likewise at Belgrade as 
minister at the time of the shocking murder 
of King Alexander and Queen Draga. His 
legation, indeed, was within a stone’s throw 
of the palade where the tragedy took piace, 
and it is even, asserted that he witnessed 
cértain phases of it from the windows of his 
residence without making any attempt to 
interfére in behalf of the unfortunate rulers 
to whom ha was accredited.

Tt is universally understood that he had be- 
forehand, if not a direct knowledge, at any 
rate a strong inkling of the outrage which 
was about tb take place, and there is no doubt 
that had hé intervened he could at any rate 
have saved the lives, if not the crowns, of the 
ill fated royal couple. 

His attitude in the matter, indeed, aroused 
guch vigorous criticism in all the capitals ot 
Europe, and was regarded as so compromis- 
ing to his government, that the latter found 
it politic ta place him, for the time, on the 
waiting list, and for two years he remained 
on the shelf, unemployed, until appointed to 
succeed M. de Struve as minister plenipoten- 
tiary at The Hague. 

As such he formed one of the Russian dele- 
gation to the peace congress of last summer, 
and had accasion to renew his friendship 
with Ambassedor Nelidoff, with whom he 
had been associated both in Turkey and at 
Rome. 

Tcharykoff is a man of about 54, served 
as a volunteer in the regiment of the Hussars 
of the Guard during the last Turkish war 
with go much gallantry as to win the order of 
st. George, and first won his diplomatic 
spurs as principal representative of the Rus- 
sian department of foreign affairs on the 
staff of the governor general of Turkestan, 
and as diplomatic agent at the court of the 
emir of Bokhara.
